He told them in his State of the Union message to Con-

And, after a 1954 marred 
bv a business decline that caused some apprehension, the 
President could report that "business activity now surges 
with new strength."

tension than has marked their lives in the past decade and 
a half. He believes the facts of 1955 warrant such a mood. 


But he is not willing to have them forget the menace of 


Russo-Chinese Communism which hangs over them, nor ig- 
nore some of the shortcomings of their own way of living.

ov^r the deta'ls cf this plan, but they can hardly contest its | 
aims.
